1. Call to order (Karl W4CHX): Karl W4CHX called the meeting to order at 7:04 PM. 


2. Approval of minutes (Karl W4CHX): The Minutes of the RARS Board Meeting held on June 18, 2013 
were approved, with one correction: in the FM Repeater Chair report (section 6, part e, third sentence), 
“,..1nstall two antennas at the RTP site.....” 


3. Vice President’s report (CJ NC4CJ): CJ NC4CJ reported that she is trying to contact Tim from Flex 
Radios about speaking at a club meeting, but she has not been able reach him. She may need suggestions for 
September meeting.

b. Public Information Officer (Ken WA4JJW): Ken WA4JJW reviewed the publicity aspects of 
Field Day. Mr. Keith Weatherly, Mayor of Apex, and Mr. Darin Figurskey, KC2IPY were 
present at this year’s event. 


c. Education Director (Murray K4MHM): The status of the NCSU amateur radio club is not 
clear. CJ NC4CJ is still looking for the best way to forward our donation to the club, which was 
going to be made in association with the Technician licensing class taught be RARS at NCSU.
